Pretty 19-year-old Ella May Phillips,, 


of No. 386 Edgewood avenue, fei! un- 
conscious in the front part of Nun- 
nally’s candy store, at No. 34 
hall street, last night after swallowing 
the contents of a 2-ounce bottle of 
Yearbolic acid. 

“My mother is blame for this. 
She dves not love me, and IT hope that 
I will die,” she cried just befure she 
fell. 

William Crisp, the soda clerk, rush*d 
from behind the soda stand anc seized 
the prostrate form of the girl. The 
Grady hospital emergency ambulance 
was then summoned.

Dr. Frank Trammel, emergency am- | 
bulance physician, had made prepara- ! 


tions to go to Nunnally’s to answer 
this call. -Five minutes prior to the 
time of the call Miss Phillips, who 
had become acquainted with him for- 
merly when he rode her in his ambu- 
lance to the hospital for an operation, 
had telephoned him from Nunnally’s, 
telling him that she was going 
swallow carbolic acid and asking kim 
to ride her slowly back to the hos- 
pital so that she would die. 
Phones Doctor Twice. 

_ Fifteen minutes before this she had 
telephoned Dr. Trammel and told him 
then that she was thinking of com- 
mitting suicide. The doctor states he 
laughed at her the first time, but that 
when she again telephoned and told 
him that she was at Nunnally’s, he be- 
came apprehensive, and had gone out 
to the garage to light the lamps to his 
ambulance and crank it up. 

Hardly had he finished his prepara- 
tions when another doctor rushed out 
and told him that some one from Nun- 
nally’s had telephoned that a girl had 
swallowed poison. He was away in a 
second. Everything was in readiness. 

Down Butler street to Edgewood ave- 
nue. the ambulance whizzed at top 
speed. Up Edgewood toward town 
began the race between life .and death. 
Through the maze of automobiles, slec- 
trices and taxicabs that lined Edgewood 
avenue, in which grand opera lovers 
had gone to the Auditorium, speeded 
the ambulance. " 

The run to Nunnally’s and back to 
the Grady hospital by official time was 
made in five minutes. 

Crowd Blocks Entrance. 

A large crowd of fully 2,000 people 
had biocked the entrance to Nunnally’s 
on hearing reports that a girl had killed 
herself. The morbidly curious inter- 
fered with the progress of the ambu- 
lance, blocking its path, and hindered 
the ambulance physicians from taking 
the prostrate girl out. of Nunnally’s 
upon a stretcher and laying her in the 
ambulance. 

At thet hospita) the stomach pump 
was applied in time to save the girl’s 
life.

MERGHANT KILLED 


BY HIGHWAYMAN 


Before Dying at Grady Hos- 
pital Harry Wolfe Gives 
Police Description of His 
Slayer. 


A negro highwayman, wearing a red 
handkerchief over his face, entered the 
store of Harry Wolfe, at 276 Chap- 
pel, corner of McDaniel, 

- about 8:30 o’clock, and commanded the 
storekeeper to surrender his money. 

When Wolfe objected, and made a 
motion as though he was going to get 
his pistol, the robber jerked from his 
hippocket a big revolver and opened 
fire upon the storekeeper, his bullet 
taking effect. 

Wolfe, in a dying condition, was 
rushed to the Grady hospital, the am- 
bulance being summoned by friends 
near who had been attracted to the 
scene by the pistol shots. They found 
Wolfe lying upon the floor. The high- 
vWayman had escaped. 


Before Wolfe’s death he was able to| 


give a fair description of his assail- 
ant, stating that he wore a slouch 
gray hat, and that he was copper- 
‘colored. Wolfe died an hour later on 
the operating table at the Grady. 

He was shot through the abdomen, 
through the right leg and through his 
right hip, the bullet coming -out 
through the groin. 

Detectives are working on the mur- 
der. They have practically no clews 
to solve the mystery. 

Wolfe lived at 18 Leonard street.

By tomorrow the first of the hun- 
dreds of caravans of Shriners be 
under way with Atlanta as their Mecca. 

By the last of week there will 
be thousands upon thousands of Shrin- 
ers on the way to Atlanta, and by next 
Sunday morning they will begin to 
arrive\in the city. They will arrive by 
trainloads, and by Tuesday morning it 
estimated that there will be ap- 
proximately 40,000gShriners in Atlanta. 

This is the Nargest and one of the 
wealthiest conventions that meets in 
the United States, and is composed of 
the representative mén of the ‘nation. 

Atlanta Signally Honored. 

Atlanta is signally honored in hav- 
them here, and preparations are 

being completed for the most 
reception ever given a visiting 
Already many of the downtown 
buildings are decorated with Shriner 
colors and emblems. 

The ‘“‘white way” lights are also be- 
ing hooded with casings perforated 
with Shriner designs. 

Atlanta by the middle of this week 
will be literally plastered with the 
word “welcome,’ and every time this 
word appears it is meant to its fullest 
extent 

The week of May 9$ will be one of 
Gala events from morn to morn The 
city will be intoxicated with the spirit 
of festivity. 

To be sure, the great majority of 
‘these events will be participated in and 
enjoyed mainly by the Shriners, but 
there will be many events which the 
entire public will enjoy. 

Particularly is this true of the two 
mammoth parades the visiting Shriners 
will hold. These parades will far sur- 
pass in size and magnificence any such 
feature Atlanta has ever seen. 

These parades will be held Tuesday, 
May 12, one parade being at 8:30 
o'clock in the morning and the other 
being held at 7:30 o'clock that night. 

By the computations of a civil en- 
gineer, the day parade will be 30,175 
feet in length, which is something over 
five miles. The night parade will be 
very much longer, because it will in- 
clude all Shriners in Atlanta. 

Seventy-five Shrine Temples. 

‘The parade will include seventy-five 
different Shrine temples from all parts 
of the country.

It is generally assumed that the 
Mexican threat today to take FE) Tejar

WHY DID HUERTA 

REMOVE ROJAS? 

While the mediators spent the day 
considering the proposals to bring 
representatives of all factions togeth- 
er, official Washington and diplomatic 
circles were interested in the resig- 
nation of Senor Lopez Portillo y Rojas, 
minister of foreign affairs in the 
Huerta cabinet. It was variously inter- 
preted, some seeing in it an indication 
of Huerta’s intention to brook no sug- 
gestion for his own retirement, as 
Senor Portillo was active in the media- 
tion preliminaries, and others suggest- 
ing that it might. be means of sclect- 
ing the Mexican cabinet officer as a 
special representative of Huerta to con- 
fer with the Washington mediators. 

The appointment of Senor Esteva 
Ruiz, under-secretary of foreign af- 
fairs, and a close friend of Senor Por- 
tillo, gave many Mexicans and officials 
here the impression that there was 
nothing ominous in the change, so far 
as mediation was concerned, and that 
if Portillo was forced out of the cab- 
inet, the incident was personal rather 
than political in significance. 

In well-posted diplomatic quarters 
Ruiz’s appointment as Huerta’s foreign 
minister was accepted as meaning that 
Huerta would take a stronger and more 
direct hand in the mediation negetia- 
tions, but not to the extent of letting 
the mediation fail, as there was reason 
to believe Huerta now had come to 
recognize that a failure of mediation 
would carry him down with it. 
HUERTA TALKING 
ABOUT ARBITRATION. 

It was definitely known that as late 
as last Wednesday, after Portillo had 
given Huerta’s acceptance of mediation, 
Huerta held a conference with one of 
the European ministers at Mexico City, 
at which Huerta expressed doubts on 
mediation, and urged that European 
powers ought to get together on some 
alternative plan. His main desire was 
that they should bring about arbitra- 
tion, binding on both parties, instead 
of mediation, which is advisory. No a*- 
tion was taken, however, but Huertu’s 
Views then expressed indicated his 
skeptical attitude toward mediation. 

Ruiz is comparatively unknown in 
Mexican official life. He is 38 years 
old, a lawyer, and has hud about four 
years in minor branches of the diplo- 
matic services, besides once serving as 
consul at Havana.

Chicago, May .2.—Suffrage day was 
célebrated today by the largest parade 
of women ever held in Chicago. Thou-

The absence of Jane Addams, acting

Mrs. Bowen had left the city, declar- 
ing she could not consistently take her 
Place in line with women who had re- 
fused to take the action the national 
board requested. Miss Addams was at 
Cedarville, Ill. where her mother is 
iJ]. The message read: 

“Chicago today has participated. in 
one of the greatest demonstrations of 
the world to show its gratitude for 
the new freedom which has come to 
the women of .Jilinois. We urge upon 
congress the passag® of 
which will bring complete liberty to 
all women of.the United States.” 

First Parade for Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, May 2.—Philadelphia 
saw her first woman's suffrage parade 
today, when 2,000 women and girls 
marched through the principal streets 
in the center of the city to Washing- 
ton squire, where a mass meeting was 
held. Thousands watched the wemen 
tramp. 

At the mass meeting acdresses were 
Inade by well-known suffragists.

Chairman Clayton Proposes | 

Rule That Will Prevent 
Delay—Provisions of Om- 
nibus Bill Outlined. 


Washington, May 2.—The anti-trust 
legislative program in the house was 
made up today when the judiciary 
committee ordered favorably 
its omnibus bill, designed to cover the 
administration recommendations, and 
Chairman Clayton introduced a resolu- 
tion proposing one of the most iron- 
clad rules on record to rush the meas- 
ure through. 

The bill is mainly the same as when 
introduced, less than a month ago, as 
a revised combination of separate bills 
on holding companies, interlocking di- 
rectorates, etc. 
mittee will meet early next week to 
decide on the rule. It contemplates 
sixteen hours of general debate, five- 
minute speeches on any item, but re- 
stricted in the total to a maximum of 
four hours, an unusual limitation, the 
bill then to be voted on without in- 
tervening motions. 

The Labor Section. 

The so-called labor section is 
changed but little. It declares that 
“nothing in the anti-trust laws shall 
be construed as forbidding existence 
and operation of fraternal, labor and 
consumers, agricultural or horticul- 
tural organizations, orders or associa- 
tions instituted for purposes-of mutual 
help and not having capital stock or 
conducted for profit or to forbid or 
restrain 
organizations from carrying out 
legitimate objects thereof.’ The words 
“operating under the lodge system,” 
was struck out of this provision. The 
labor group in congress is expected to 
fight for further union recognition.

As to Price Fixing. 


The bill reiterates the old provision 
regulating price fixing and price dis- 
criminations, but changes to 
fully injure” the provision that any 
one discriminating in price between 
ditterent purchasers of commodities in 
the same or different sections or com- 
munities “with the purpose or intent 
to thereby destroy or wrongfully in- 
jure the business of a competitor or 
either purchaser or seller shall be 
guilty of misdemeanor.” 

The holding companies’ section pro- 
hibits any corporation engaged in 
commerce from. directly or inuirectly 
acquiring all or part of the share of 
capital of a similar corporation where 
the acquisition would eliminate or 
“substantially” lessen competition be- 
tween the corporations or create mo- 
nopoly of any trade in any section of 
community. The word substantially 
was a committee change. 

Most of the other provisions in 
bill are identical.

RECORDS OWNED 
BY TALLAPOOSA MAN

Tallapoosa, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)— 
Col. J. M. McBride, of this city, has in 
possession the records of the first Pres- 
byterian church ever organized in mid- 
dle Georgia, and one of the very first 
ever organized in Georgia. The rec- 
ord was kept byehis father, Wm. Mc- 
Bride. The records are in substantial 
form, being well bound in leather, and 
very legible, notwithstanding the age 
of the volume. 

The first entry in the record is dated 
“Fayetteville, Ga., August 19, 1827.” 
It goes on to recite tnat the organiza- 
tion work was done by Rev. Wm 
Moderwell, of Augusta, assisted by 
Rev. James Gambol, of Henry county. 
The elders ordained were Horatio G. 
Hopkins and Jonathan Fielding. The 
record says “The day will long be re- 
membered as one of unusual interest, 
solemnity and feeling.’ The articles of 
organization are properly recorded and 
are subscribed to by thirteen members 
of the Presbyterian faith. 

On September 28, 1828, the record 
says “We lament to hear’ that our 
brother, Elder Horatio G. Hopkins, is 
no more.’ The minutes record conver- 
sions and additions to the church at 
almost every meeting. On October 10, 
1830, the record shows that “A black 
woman by the name of Mary was, after 
a conversation on practical and ex- 
perimental religion, received as a mem- 
ber of this church. 

The records also show that the early 
church was not without its troubles, 
charges having been preferred against 
two members for using obscene 
guage, drunkenness and playing cards. 
They were excluded. 

The church grew rapidly, and rec- 
ords show that at the revival meetings 
held in the summer many were added 
to the-membership.

“Whether he had read an author or 
not, he Knew what to think of him. 
For he had in his time unwittingly 
lighted on books before he knew what 
he was doing: they served him as 
fixed stars forever after; so that if

bid,” F'pessimistic,” “tragic,” or what 
not ufipleasant—he knew exactly what 
he was like, and thereafter oniy read 
him by accident. He liked a healthy 
tale, preferably of love or of adven- 
ture (of detective stories he was per- 
haps fondest), and insisted upon a 
happy ending, for as he very justly 
said, there was plenty of unhappiness 
in life without gratuitously adding to 
it, and as to ‘deas,’ he could get all he 
wanted and to spare from the papers.

How Cattle Shrink in Ship- 
ment. 


In the current issue of Farm and 
Fireside appear the following govern- 
ment figures on cattle shrinkage: 

“After weighing 19,000 cattle in 265 

shipments, government experts have 
concluded that the normal shrinkage 
| of cattle in shipment is from 3 to 6 
per cent. There are exceptions to this 
rule, and no one can say beforehand 
just how much cattle will, shrink in 
going to the market. It depends @n 
the treatment of the cattle, the length 
of time tpey are held without feed or 
water, thé nature of their feed before 
loading, the character of the trip to 
market, the distance shipped, and the 
time of arrival. 

“The shrinkage of the first twenty- 
four hours is greater than for any sub- 
sequent twenty-four hours. Steers gen- 
erally shrink a little less than cows of 
the same weight. Fed cattle and range 
cattle shrink about equally. There is 
no way to prevent shrinkage, but care- 
ful handling and good feeding will 
keep it within reasonable bounds. 

“One of the chief causes of heavy 
_shrinkage is a too severe drive to the 
loading pen, especially during hot 
weather.” :

Anson. Arouses Memories. 


The advent of Mr. A. Constantine An- 
son—better known as “Pop’-—in our 
fair city awakened a cluster of mem- 
ories of the long ago. Anson was one 
of the most consistent and scientific 
baseball’ batsmen ever developed in the 
game and against all kinds of pitching, 
and that is universally conceded. He 
clouted the horsehide for .300 and bet- 
ter for fifteen consecutive years, and 
that’s considerable clouting. 

In 1886, 
by “Blondie” Purcell, an ex-big 
and a grand outfielder.

Decisions Not Decisive. 


To his credit, be it said, his decisions 
didn't figure in the final result, as the 
Atlanta team, aside from O’Day’s mas- 
terly portside pitching, smothered the 
visitors from the getaway and trimmed 
them to a whisper, by a count of 4 to 0. 
The fans in the stand surged on the 
playing field before the end of the last 
inning and pandemonium reigned su- 
preme, but everybody in a good humor, 
except the hapless Savannah players, 
who were wrought up ‘to a ‘high pitch 
against Gunson. 

As O'Day made his way as best he 
could to the water barrel, he passed 
Gunson, who saluted ‘him as follows:

Savannahians Locked Up. 

That night, however, Pete Hotaling, 
acting manager of the Savannah team, 
Hank O’Day and four other members of 
the team, were arrested at the old car 
shed and locked up for disorderly. con- 
duct and subsequently bailed out by 
IsaaceG. Haas, treasurer of the club. 
They returned to Savannah and refused 
to play another game; which resulted, 
of course, in the pennant being formal- 
ly awarded to Atlanta. 

The Savannah contingent of fans bet 
heavily on the outcome and lost, which 
necessitated their going home beaten 
to a white foam. Thus ended the season 
of 1886, in a flery outburst of passion, 
brought about by the desertion of Me- 
Quade, the umpire. It destroyed the in- 
fluence and usefulness of McQuade, ab- 
solutely and completely, and aroused 
antagonisms that lived and burned for 
many years.

And it is 2lmost too sad for me. to 
Say that at farmers’ meetings where [ 
have been called upon to talk about 
sheep raisine in ‘isconsin some of the 
Oldest farmers have £ot up and told 
me that th iS no use talking sheep 
in their locality—not because the farm- 
ers were not aware of the profits de- 
rived from sheep on the farm, but be- 
cause they could not afford to raise 
sheep for dogs to feed on. I often 
feel very much discouraged. and dis- 
heartened over the dog problem in our 
State. Last winter ] worked at our 
legislative session day and night. to 
get a law passed. My bill was passed 
.In the assembly and senate, but un- 
fortunately was called up for recon- 
Sideration and killed.

AN UNNECESSARY CRISIS. 

It is a sad travesty on our civilization 
that President Wilson should have been 
called upon by the governor of Colorado to 
send federal troops into the disturbed indus- 
trial section of that state. The president 
expressly stipulated that the troops should 
be used for “police duty” only, and that the 
settlement of the controversy was a matter 
for state jurisdiction. But that an indus- 
trial disturbance should have been allowed 
to proceed these lengths is nothing short of 
deplorable. 

The spectacle in Colorado recalls de- 
pressingly the days of the Chicago riots, 
when Cleveland sent federal troops into the 
disaffected district, with the consequences 
yet fresh in the public mind. 

It was hoped that since then both capital 
and labor had made sufficient progress to 
see the futility of stubbornness, and that 
public sentiment should have learned its 


right to demand either the speedy restora-. 


tion of order or, what is better still, the 
prevention of the trouble altogether. 

Whatever the result in Colorado, this 
ought to be the last time the nation is called 
on to exercise armed intervention in indus- 
trial disputes. _ 

It has been shown conclusively that me- 
diation and arbitration are virtually all- 
powerful in adjusting differences between 
employer and employee. One or the other 
of the influences have been requisitioned in 
mammoth railroad disputes, in factory 
wrangles, in every field where bitterness 
and obstinacy might be expected to impose 
insuperable obstacles. And mediation and 
arbitration have accomplished satisfactory 
results. 

The pity and injustice are that the 
public, innocent bystanders, should be com- 
pelled to suffer from the intractability of the 
two other parties. In the long run, concession 
and compromise prevail. There is no valid 
reason why they should not rule from the 
start. ' 

An ounce of arbitration or mediation is 
worth several tons of violence, recrimina- 
tion, intolerance, slaughter. 


DIVORCE AND THE CHILD. 


Chief Justice Adelor J. Petit, of the cir- 
cuit court of Chicago, has handed down the 
opinion that no divorce shall be granted an 
applicant where a minor child is involved, 
unless it be shown to the satisfaction of 
the court that due provision is made for the 
child. Justice Petit’s decision is based upon 
an analysis of the report of the municipal 
bureau of divorce and marriage statistics, 


returned recently for the first year of its | 


operation. The report discloses that there 
are more than 5,000 divorces a year granted 
in Cook county, of which Chicago is the 
county seat, and that in two-thirds of the 
cases actions were brought by women. 

There are two cardinal objections to 
widespread and indiscriminate divorce in 
this country: (1) The questionable status 
of children. (2) Loosening of the marriage 
bond, with its attendant demoralization of 
the home, and society of which the home is 
the chief pillar. 

Our present promiscuous and conflicting 
divorce laws, as effective in the various 
states; are productive of a deplorable condi- 
tion. The mischief varies, from South Caro- 
lina, which grants no‘divorce for any cause 
whatever, to some of the western states, 
that grant divorce upon farcical pretexts. 
The children of these unhappy misalliances 
may be legitimate in one state and occupy 
a questionable legal status in another. The 
legal complications, not to speak of the 
moral confusion, need not be elaborated. 

Justice Petit is right in placing the wel- 
fare of the child as an irreducible minimum 
to the granting of all divorces. It of 
course, extremely unfortunate when men 
and women who have made matrimonial 
errors ae and seek release. But a price 
they pay for their mistake is, or should be, 
scrupulous safeguarding not only of the ma- 
terial welfare of the children they have 
brought into the world, but as well the legal 
status of the children also. 

A uniform divorce law, touching as it 
would the very fundamentals of society and 
civilization in every state, is the one logical 
solution. Pending the materialization of 
such a law, the best we can hope is that the 
legislatures of the various states will act 
with a measure of co-operation, and that the 
house of governors also will do their part.

The state of Florida has just unveiled, in 
the Washington hall of fame, a statue to 
Dr. John Gorrie, a native of Florida, who 
invented the machine for the artificial 
manufacture of ice. 

If the test of eligibility to the hall of 
fame is service to mankind, Gorrie has 
richly earned his distinction. In a sense he 
is fit to be commemorated side by. side with 
one of Georgia’s candidates, Dr. Crawford 
W. Long, who first used anesthesia.

CENTERS IN GOVERNOR'S RACE 

Macon, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—Interest 
here in the political situation is now. center- 
ed in the line-up for governor and the de- 
cision of two mén who are being mentioned 
as probable entries is being awaited with 
interest. They are Judge Thomas, of Val- 
dosta, and “Bill” Burwell, of Sparta, both 
of whom are said to be on the verge of cut- 
ting their mooring and putting out to se€a 
in search of the haven Known as the 
ernorship. 

What effect the formal announcement of 
Judge Nat E. Harris, of Macon, will have 
on these two “prospects” is not definitels

some “inside” information that has 
reached Macon seems to make it pretty cer- 
tain that Judge Thomas is going to run. it 
is said that. a good portion of the state 
centered about Valdosta has pledged Judge 
Thomas that it will give him an almost 
undivided support, and with a backing as 
strong as this Judge Thomas’ friends feel 
that his chances would be equally as good 
as some of the other candidates. 

A couple of well-known politicians from 
Sparta were in Macon todgy and expressed 
the opinion that if Speaker Burwell does 
not run, that section of the state will give 
a pretty strong support to Judge Harris, of 
Macon. 

Since the mass meeting of Thursday 
night, when Judge Harris made his formal 
announcement, telegrams and letters of con- 
gratulation have been pouring in on the dis- 
tinguished Macon citizen. 

Felder Quiet on Harris. 

Senatorially speaking, things appear to be 
at a standstill here. Thomas S. Felder is 
plugging away at his headquarters in the 
Lanier hotel writing to his friends through- 
out the state endeavoring to line them up in 
his behalf. So far he has not announced any 
of his speaking dates, nor nas he received 
final word from John T. Boifeuillet, whether 
or not the latter will enter the race for con- 
gress from the sixth district or take up the 
management of the Felder campaign for 
the senate. The Felder supporters are ap- 
parently taking the entry of Judge Harris 
into the gubernatorial race with a pinch of 
salt, but are keeping any show of resent- 
ment pretty well co®ered up. This is prob- 
ably due to the fact that petitions pledging 
support to Judge Harris, which have been 
circulated around Macon, have been signed 
by fully two-thirds of the voting populace of 
the city, and then some. 

John R. Cooper, another of Macon’s sena- 
torial candidates, has had to let up in his 
campaigning for a couple of weeks.

TONG WAR PREDICTED 
FOR THREE CITIES 


St. Louis, May 2.—The local Chinese 
quarter, extending over an area of five 
blocks in the downtown business sec- 
tion, was excited today as a result of 
the murder of H..w Lin Shuck, a Chi- 
nese immigration officer of the United 
States, last night, and the subsequent 
prediction by Lee Bing, “mayor of the 
alley,” that the shots which killed 
Shuk would inaugurate a tong war in 
St. Louis, Ghicago and New York. 

More than two score denizens of the 
alley, through the “mayor,” were taken 
by the police. The authorities are 


iseeking an undersized Chinaman, said bv 


leaders to have been sent here from 
Chicago or New York to put Shuck out 
of the way. 

A bunch of roses given to him in the 
house from which he_had just departed, 
is believed by the police to have 
identified the immigration agent to 
his slayer. Shuck was killed as he 
stepped from the alley with the flowers 
under his arm. He was shot four times 
and stabbed. 

When the police reached the scene 
the ‘mayor’ of the alley, bending over 
the body with a flashlight in his hand, 
was the only Chinaman in sight. 

The motive for the murder, as ad- 
vanced by Bing, was the desire of New 
York and Chicago tong men to estab- 
lish in St. Louis a branch of their 
society, which was strongly opposed 
y Bing and Shuck. Bing today told 
the police — had been notified by 
countrymer a Chicago that war on the 
St. Louis tuug men had been declared 
by New York and Chicago Chinese, who 
held a conference in Chicago during 
the last few. davs.

NEW RULES NOT NEEDED 
DEAN WRITES 10 HARRIS 


Member of State Committee 
Thinks Suggestions Made by 
Chairman Are Conflicting. 


Hon. H. H. Dean, of Gainesville, 
member of the state democratic com- 
mittee, has written the following 
communication, replying to the sug- 
gestion of State Chairman William J. 
Harris that the state executive com- 
mittee be reconvened for the purpose 
of changing the rules for the state 
primary on August 19. 

Mr. Dean’s reply to Mr. Harris is as 
follows: 

“Hon. William J. Harris, Chairman.— 
Dear Sir: In reply to your communica- 
tion to the members of the state demo- 
cratic executive committee of April 30, 
1914, which has been published in the 
daily papers, permit me to say: 

“I find it quite impossible to recon- 
cile the conflicting suggestions which 
you present. 

“You state first: 

““*The state convention which elected the 
present executive committee declared in 
favor of the county unit rule, and I do not 
believe the committee has the authority to 
change this, even if they so desire.’ 

“Second you state: 


“It has been suggested that if a candi- 
date lacked only a few votes of being 
nominated over all the candidates in the 
convention and received a majority of the 
total votes of the state, he be declared the 
nominee.’ 


“Third you state: 

“It seems to me that the committee 
should be called together and the rules 
changed so as to require a candidate to 
have a majority of the delegates in order 
to be nominated.’ 

“Your first suggestion is undoubted- 
ly correct and the recent state execu- 
tive committee, acting under these in- 
structions, adopted the county unit 
rule and required the successful can- 
didate to receive a majority of all of 
the votes in the convention before be- 
ing declared the nominee. 

“Your second proposition suggests 
that the county unit rule bé abrogated 
so as to permit some candidate who 
has received less than a majority 
the county unit votes to be nominated, 
provided he received a majority of the 
popular vote. 

“This would mean abrogating the 
county rule and adopting a state-wide 
primary. 

“On your third proposition, inas- 
much as the rules already adopted re- 
quire the successful candidate to re- 
ceive a majority of all of the delegates 
in the convention before he can be 
nominated, it is entirely unnecessary to 
call another meeting merely to reaf- 
firm the rules already adopted. 

Committee Has Net the Power. 

“As you say, this is an important 
primary in Georgia, but I earmestly in- 
sist that the state democratic execu- 
tive committee, consisting of about 
sixty committeemen, has no power or 
authority to override the rules adopted 
at the last state convention’ by chang- 
ing the county unit system adopted by 
that convention into a state-wide pri- 
mary, nor to put any limitations upon 
the primary not authorized by that 
convention. 

“The rules adopted on April 4, 1914. 
are plain and simple, easily understood 
and in strict acctrdance with the party 
platform, and it would be going beyond 


of | 


our authority to anticipate every pos- 
sible contingency that might arise in 
the convention, and give directions as 
to how each should be handled. We 
have had a recent experience with com- 
plicated rules. 

“It seems to me that a convention of 
three hundred and sixty-eight demo- 
crats, fresh from the people, might be 
relied upon to act for the best inter- 
est of the party after the election is 
over. 

‘Suppose on the day of election there 
should be only three candidates in the 
race for a particular office and one 
should receive forty per cent. an- 
ty thirty-five per cent. and an- 
other twenty-five per cent of the 
county unit votes, and prac- 
tically the same per cent. of the popu- 
lar vote: in other words, no candidate 
receiving a majority of either’ the 
county unit vote or popoular vote, 
how could the state executive commit- 
tee in advance of the election give in- 
structions to the convention as to how 
they should settle this contest, 

Can Rely on Convention. 

“Can we not rely upon the democratic 
convention to work out the difficulties 
harmoniously and for the best inter- 
est of the party? For a handful of 
committeemen to attempt to control 
the action of well selected, legally 
chosen delegates, with instructions 
fresh from the people, would be the 
‘tail attempting to wag the dog.’ 

“As an illustration, at the last presi- 
dential convention held in Baltimore 
there were some eight or ten candl- 
dates for president and no ené had a 
majority of the delegates, nor a ma- 
jority of the popular vote. Champ 
Clark had, in round numbers, forty per 
cent.; Wilson, thirty per cent.; 
cent.: Underwood ten per cent. and the 
others the remainder, and as a result 
after forty-five ballots Wilson was de- 
clared the nominee, the party was 
satisfied and he was overwhelmingly 
elected. 

“Do you believe if the National Dem- 
ocratic Executive committee had been 
called together for the purpose of: di- 
recting the Baltimore convention who 
to name, that they would have made 
a wiser setection? 

“You admit these rules have worked 
satisfuxctorily in the past—why not 
trust them in the future?

MUCH MONEY WASTED 
FUR PUBLIC PRINTING 


Washington, May 2.—Declaring that 
thems is an enormous waste of money 
for public printing, Representative 
Barnhardt, of Indiana, chairman of the 
committee on printing, in a report sub- 
mitted to “the house today, urged 
thorough revisfon of the laws govern- 
ing government printing, which, he as- 
serts, would mean a saving of about 
$1,000,000 a year. 

The report recommends legislation to 
effect printing reforms all the way from 


reorganization of the government print- | 


ing office to the purchase of envelopes. 

The report asserts that there are 
1.000 tons of useless printed matter now 
stored at the capitol, and that in six 
years 6,049,419 useless volumes have 
been printed 

Representative Barnhart has drawn 
up a bill which proposes to make the 
government printing office responsible 
to congress, with the joint committee 
on printing empowered to reduce dupli- 
cation of printed documents, etc. 

The committee also proposes to re- 
strict the matter now inserted as ad- 
dresses, editorials and other extraneous 
proceedings with great latitude and 
liberality in the Daily Congressional 


Record. 

He purposes to save $150,000 by 
regulating the distribution of docu- 
ments to those sections of the country 
to which they are of interest instead of 
flooding the country with them. The 
committee hopes to save $850,000 an- 
nually by eliminating what it regards 
as foolish publications, limiting edi-

Depths of Misery. 

Probably few persons living today re- 
alize in what depths of misery the toil- 
ers of England were sunk in these, the 
last days of the eighteenth and the 
opening ones of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. A new industrial era was open- 
ing with what seemed like catastrophe. 
Works and coal pits almost equalled in 
th@horrors of their conditions the 
worst silver mines of old Peru. Four 
cents per day was the average pay in 
the smaller villages. Women in the 
coal pits, almost naked, were employ- 
ed to drag trucks through low, wet 
galleries. Children, from five years 
old, worked underground, so hungry 
that occasionally they were known to 
eat. the collier’'s candles. An editor 
going home at 2 o'clock on a March 


morning, found a seven-year-old child‘ea

THE CONSTITUTION, ATLANTA, GA., 
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SUFFRAGISTS RALLY ON 
~ STEPS OF THE CAPITOL 


Mrs. Mary L. McLendon, Miss 
'. Ida May Blount and Others 
Make Speeches. 


Several hundred local advocates of 
©qual suffrage gathered at the capitol 
Steps at 5 o'clock Saturday afternoon 
to celebrate Suffrage day. Similar cele- 
brations were held in all parts of the 
United States. 

The local gathering was largely com- 
posed of women, who are members of 
the several] suffrage organizations, bu: 
there were several men in attendance 
who evinced a lively interest in the 
proceedings. 
~Mrs. Frances Whiteside presided over 
the meeting. Ina short speech she in- 
troduced Rev. A. R. Holderby, pastor 
ef Moore Memorial church. Dr. Hol- 
Gerby spoke with earnestness in his 
conviction that in a short time the 
Women of Georgia would be granted 
the privilege of the ballot. 

“Mrs. Mary lL. McLendon, who for 
years has been a leader in the suffrage 
cause, made a striking address, in which 
she enunciat various arguments for 
women having the right to vote. She 
Tread a resolution urging congress to 
Brant womenthe rightto vote by con- 
stitutional amendment. This was 
adopted. She also read the declaration 
of independence. 

Missida May Blount made the prin- 
cipal speech of the afternoon. It was 
@ convincing argument and was fre- 
quently greeted by applause. Among 
other things she stressed the fact that 
upon the right of women to vote large- 
ly depended the health of children, for 
women naturally took a keen interest 
in matters of hygiene and sanitation— 
things with which men did not concern 
themselves in a like degree. The ar- 
BUment that men represented women 
was:fallacious, she said. No man could 
properly represent a woman: men and 
women were too different for this to 

@ possible. The only fair, the only 
Ogical thing was for each person of 
voting age to have the right to vote, 
and then there would beno question of 
misrepresentation.

Washington, May 2.—After a brief 
session today of inquiry into the

The challenge was sent, it 
is explained here, because M. d’Aillieres 
insulted the Mamers voters by posting 
bills saying clean electors would refuse 
to become “accomplices in crime,”’

3,576 Names Now on the Rolls 


Of State Sanitanum for Insane 


Milledgeville, Ga., May 2.—(Special.) 
Contained in the annual report of the 
Georgia State sanitarium for. 1914, 
whieh has just been completed, are a 
number of facts which will be of in- 
terest to the public. This great insti- 
tution, ranking as one of the two or 
three largest in the United States, is 
charged with the care of the chronic as 
well as the curable insane of the state, 
and is supported entirely by the state, 
not betng allowed to receive pay pa- 
tients. 

The number of patients on hand Jan- 
uary 1 were 32,578, a gain of 17 over 
the previous year. The number of new 
cases admitted during the year was 
1,269, or 161 more than in 1912. The 
net increase in its population is now 
about 150 annually. The cost to the 
state was $156.22 per patient, or 42.8 
cents daily. The farm, gardens and 
dairy at the institution greatly con- 
tribute toward its support. 

The excellent management of the 
sanitarium is attested in the work of 
the medical department, where much 
progress has been made in the last five 
years toward greater. efficiency in the 
especial purpose for which it was cre- 
ated. A training school for nurses is 
now in operation, and contributes 
greatly toward the improvement of 
this important branch of the service. 
Graduate nurses are in charge of all 


the sick wards. Most successful is a 

training school which has begun in a 

small way for the feeble-minded chil- 

dren committed to the sanitarium. 
Brass Band Organized. 

Contributing to the pleasure of the 
inmates is a brass band which has been 
organized among the officers and em- 
ployees. Small industrial shops are 
being opened for the diversion of the 
patients. 

The sanitarium has on its roll 1,009 
negro patients, and the one main build- 
ing had for their accommodation is so 
congested tahat the board of trustees is 
asking for more room for them. New 
patients of this race can be received 
only as vacancies occur by reason of 
death or discharge. The board ex- 
presses the fear that the high death 
rate existing among the race may be 
due in part to the overcrowded condi- 
tion here. 

New Hospital Needed. 


An appeal is being made also for a 
modern psychopathic hospital, located 
well apart from the buildings where 
the chronic cases are confined, to be 
well equipped for the treatment of cu- 
rable cases, so that there will be no 
association of the two classes, also for 
a general hospital for the sick. 

The board recommends that further 
commitment of feeble-minded children, 


epileptics who are not insane, harmless 
imbeciles and criminals to the sanita- 
rium be prohibited. 


HARRIS. [S. PRAISE 
AS CENSUS DIRECTOR 


Congressman Heflin Tells the 
House of the Georgian’s 
Efficient Work. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 2.—(Special.)— 
William J. Harris’ work as director 
of the census was cordially praised on 
the floor of the house today in a speech 
by Representative J. Thomas Heflin, 
of Alabama. 

The applause which greeted the re- 
marks were evidence that Mr. Harris 
has made many friends in congress by 
his efficient management of his impor- 
tant bureau. Mr. Heflin was making 
a political speech and discussing con- 
ditions in various government depart- 
ments. He said there were two de- 
partments he knew a good deal about— 
one was the agricultural department 
and the other the bureau of the cen- 
sus. 

“As a member of the house commit- 
tee on agriculture I am brought into 
close contact with the census bureau, 
which is charged with the collection 
of agricultura! statistics,” said Mr. 
Heflin. He then declared that Mr. Har- 
ris had brought about more reforms 
in his bureau than any bureau chief 
in Washington, had stricken from the 
rolls men who were rendering no serv- 
ice, and had gathered useful informa- 
tion for the farmers of the country. 

One af the reforms he has insti- 
tuted has been worth hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to the cotton 
farmers, said Mr. Heflin. “It was to 
change the practice of including linters 
in the statistics of cotton ginned. Here- 
tofore 600,000 or 700,000 bales of lint- 
ers have been included in these re- 
ports. This made the cotton crop ap- 
pear larger than it was and affected 
prices. This able government official 
is entitled to much credit for his work 
in correcting this method of account- 
ing.”’ 

Mr. Heflin said Director Harris was 
always pleasant, polite and courteous 
and had drawn the bureau force close 
to him. 

“He has the three qualities that are 
essential to efficiency in a public serv- 
ant,” he continued; “ability, courage 
and the desire to do right and the 
courage to exeoute the right.”

commodates only 186 patients—and ac- 
commodates them badly. In this re- 
spect, Atlanta is miles behind every 
other city of its size in the country. 

This is because, since Grady hospital 
was started in 1892, the city has added 
to it only one building. While other 
cities have been steadily improving 
their hospitals, Atlanta has remained 
inactive. 

Here is what Grady hospital needs, 
and why: 

More Room. 


Its normal capacity is 186 patienTs. 
About 220 are now crowded within it. 
From 15 to 20 sick people are turned 
away every day.

Dr. W. B. Summerall, superintendent 
of the hospital, went into a more de- 
tailed statement of conditions at the 
hospital, comparing them with condi- 
tions in hospitals of other cities of At- 
lanta’s size. 

“Grady hospital,” said Dr. Summerall, 
“does not need to be improved. It 
needs to be rebuilt. You can’t improve 
a wornout engine or bridge: you have 
to tear it down and rebuild it. That 
ig what should be done with Grady 
hospital, with the exception of the ad- 
dition made in 1910. The addition re- 
quires no improvement. It is a first- 
Class, modern hospital building, fully 
equipped, and without it, many ‘per- 
sons, desperately in need of medical 
and hospital attention, would be turned 
away from our doors every day. 

“The normal capacity of the hos- 
pital at the present time is 100 white 
adults, 66 negro adults and 20 white 
children; a total of 186. The hospital 
now has from 210 to 218 patients every 
day, which is 24 patients more than its 
capacity permits. Those patients have 
to sleep in hallways and on porches. 
The hallways are dark and crowded. 
People are constantly walking through 
them. The porches are all] right while 
the sun is shining, but when it rains 
the patients have to be moved inside, 
a dangerous and painful process. 

“But this isn’t the worst of it. We 
cannot even take good care of the 
200-odd patients we can crowd inside 
our doors. Our nurses have to sleep 
in dark, unventilated rooms. Some of 
them even sleep in linen closets. 
Emergency cases have to be treated 
in the outdoor clinic. When a man 
with a broken leg or a fractured skull 
is brought in by the ambulance, it is 
quite often true that some one has to 
be taken off the operating table be- 
fore the new arrival can be treated. 
After he has received attention. some 


one who ought to be in the hospital 
for another two weeks or so may pos- 
sibly have to be sent home before the 
new patient can be given a bed. 


Cenditions Exist for Years. 
“All this is nothing new. Some of 
these conditions have existed for years. 
Such conditions often do exist for years,

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NAVY CHAPLAINS 
WORRY TRIBBLE 


Georgian Thinks Episcopal 
and Roman Catholic 
Churches Are Favored--He 
Failed to Put Baptist in 
Navy. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May  2.—(Special.)— 
Representative Samuel J. Tribble, of 
Georgia, made a sensational speech In 
the house this afternoon, attacking the 
navy department and criticising the 
appointment of Episcopal and Roman 
Catholic clergymen in the navy. 

" Mr. Tribble is one of the “little navy” 
men in the house, although a member 
of the naval affairs committee. He made 
a point of order today which will deny 
the secretary of the navy authority to 
designate enlisted men to go to An- 
napolis. By this act Mr. Tribble closed 
the door of hope to the common sailors 
who may be ambitious to fight their 
Way up to the officers of the navy. His 
explanation was, there are already too 
many officers in the navy. Secretary 
Daniels has been earnestly striving to 
open this naval academy to selected en- 
listed men who have shown promise. 

Why Tribble Is Sore. 

Failure to get a Baptist clergyman 
of his district appointed as chaplain in 
the navy had made Mr. Tribble sore, 
and he admitted it. 

He said that of 
chaplains in the navy, 
odists, six Episcopalians, six Roman 
Catholics, three Baptists, one Presby- 
terian, one Congregationalist and one 
Disciple of Christ.

Rep- 
resentative Britten commented on the 
statement that attendance at religious 
services was optional. J 

Mr. Tribble repudiated © this state- 
ment. He said he had been told by the 
seamen themselves that they were re- 
quired to attend religious @xercises. He 
said he apologized for being “compell- 
ed” to give* this information. Repre- 
sentative Thomas, of Kentucky, wan- 
dered into the chamber from the cloak- 
room, hearing what he thought was a 
religious controversy. He sympathized 
with Mr. Tribble’s desire to help the 
Baptist minister in his district become 
@ navy chaplain. " 

“The navy is a proper place for a 
Baptist,’’ exclaimed Mr. Thomas.

That Was Years Ago, But They 
Can Do It Agam—Brooks 
County Shows Way. 


Washington, May 2.—(Special.)— 
The southern states at one time, years 
ago, produced large numbers of hogs 
and cured practically all of the bacon 
necessary to feed the people. At the 
present time the same cannot be said 
of a single southern state, and of but 
few counties in any of these states, 
There is one county in Georgia, how- 
ever, that is showing others what can 
be done in raising hogs. Brooks coun- 
ty holds the distinction of producing

and selling more bacon than any othew

county in Georgia. 
loads of cured bacon 
at Quitman in one day. 
to 45,000 pounds. 

Last vear Brooks county raised the 
meat necessary for home consumption, 
shipped out several carloads of hogs, 
and in addition sold 150,000 pounds of 
bacon at an average price of 14 cents 
a pound. This year it is estimatea 
that Brooks county will sell 250,000 
pounds of bacon in addition to what 
is needed for home consumption, and 
the large numbers of hogs shipped to 
the markets. About 1,000 head of fat 
cattle will also be marketed from the 
county. The raising of live stock has 
not been accomplished at a sacrifice 
of other crops, but has been produced 
in addition to the regular crops, with 
the result that those who have taken 
up this line of work are becoming the 
leading and the most prosperous farm- 
ers in the county. The cash receipts 
for the live stock and bacon sold from 
the county is near $190,000, 

What is being done in Brooks coun- 
ty. it believed, could be done in 
every county in the south. This would 
put the farmer on a better financial 
footing because he would not be de- 
pendent upon cotton as his sole cash 
crop. Bacon can be made a most prof- 
itable cash crop, which can be mar- 
keted in early spring when farmers 
are so o{ten in need of ready money.

the debtor too much leeway to escape 
his indebtedness. 

“If a man who ought pay his 
debts, and who has the money else- 
where, becomes involved, he can remove 
his money to a postal savings bank in 
order to elude the payment of a just 
and honest debt. I think even a $500 
limit is too much. Each state makes 
laws providing for exceptions in their 
respective jurisdictions. Then, why 
should the United States come forward 
and make provision for the exemption 
of $2,000 more’””’ 

Senator Bryan, of Florida, said a man 
would have to perjure himself to escape 
taxation in the way Senator West had 
indicated could be done. 

Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, said 
the exemption would aggravate runs, 
since depositors, if they knew they 
could take out their money and deposit 
it with the governmet for safe keeping 
in such emergencies, would be:-inclined 
to do so. 


POSTOFFICE. RECEIPTS 
SHOW GREAT INCREASE 


Figures for April Show 17 Per 
Cent Gain Over April 
Last Year. 


to 


Atlanta’s postal receipts for the vear 
1914 will aggregate about $1,600,000, 
according to an estimate made vester- 
day by Postmaster Bolling H. Jones. 

The estimate is based on the receipts 
up to May 1, of this year, which 
amount to $509,827.17—a heavy gain 
over the same months of 1913. 

Figures compiled by Postmaster 
Jones show that the receipts of the 
Atlanta postoffice for the month of 
April, 1914, were $18,879.12 in excess 
of April, 1915, or a gain of 17 per cent. 

During the months of January, Fcb- 
ruary and March, 1913, canceled first- 
Class mail aggregated $13,089,140, and 
during the same months this year the 
canceled mail passing through the At- 
lanta postoffice aggregated $14,423,558, 


showing an increase of $1,333,413. 

Since the first of January, 1914, there 
has been an increase of approximately 
14,500 letters a day over last year. 

Since the first of January the post- 
office department caused a 40 per cent 
reduction in the parcel post rate, there- 
by cuttong down the percentage of re- 
ceipts of the local office. However, not- 
withstanding the reduction, Postmaster 
Jones anticipates an increase of 30 or 
33 1-2 per cent over last year.

UILDING SPREE 


BESETS ATLANTA 


The Announcements of Last 


Week Very Encouraging. 
The 1914 Building Figures 
Climbing Above 1913. 


With building figures in the office 
of the building inspector steadily in- 
creasing over the figures of last year, 
the outlook for the improvement of At- 
lanta realty is most encouraging. 

The building news of the last week 
has been of such a character as to in- 
dicate a substantial amount of im- 
provements. 

Of particular importance was the an- 
nouncement of the letting of the con- 
tract for the Ford Motor company’s 
southern assembling plant building, 
which structure will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $250,000 and the completion 
of which will bring to Atlanta some 
500 new citizens. 

This buildin 


is to be erected at the 
intersection of Ponce de Leon avenue 
and the Southern railway belt line. It 
will front 142 feet on Ponce de Leon 
and will have a depth of 297 feet to the 
tracks of the Southern railway. It will 
be several stories in height and will be 
of re-enforced concrete, fire-proof con- 
struction. 

It is expected that the permit will be 
applied for within the next several 
days. The Ford people expect to have 
the building completed by October l. 


Forsyth Street Building. 


Announcement was also made of a 
new building on Forsyth street at the 
intersection of Brotherton, where the 
street is now being regraded. This 
structure will be at the southeast cor- 
ner. It will cost something over 
$100,000. 

The Southern Belting company will 
occupy it. 

The building figures of the month 
were given a considerable boost last 
week by the granting of a permit for 
the construction of the Mackle-Swift 
apartment house at Juniper and Third 
streets, a. structure which will cost 
$60,000. Work has begun on this 
building. 

The Babbage apartment, which, in- 
cidentally, is of solid brick construc- 
tion and not brick veneer, in Ansley 
Park, and the Parrott apartments at 
Peachtree street and Peachtree circle, 
se progressing rapidly in construc- 
tion. 

Steam shovels and dirt trains were 
put to work last week in the Walker 
and Nelson streets development, west 
of the railroads and just south of the 
Terminal station, grading the sites for 
four new buildings. One of these is

Dr. Connally’s Building. 


An important piece of building news 
of the week’ was the announcement 
that work will actually start on the 
Dr. E. L. Connally building at White- 
hall and Alabama streets by October 1. 

And speaking of Whitehall street, that 
thoroughfare looks like an entirely new 
Street now, somewhat on account of 
the regrading below Mitchell street, 
but more largely on account of the 
building improvements which have been 
resultant of that work.

The architects of the city are all 
busy with plans for buildings. There 
is scarcely an architect in the city who 
has not his hands full of work of one 
sort or another. The bulk of this 
work, of course, is residences. 

One real estate concern is now build- 
ing twenty-five bungalows. 
is building ten. 

Contractors also have their hands 
pretty well filled with work, which is 
also true of the building material men. 
_ And the end of this kind of a build- 
ing spree that Atlanta has entered 
upon does not appear as yet. It is 
known that there are plans, yet un- 
announced, for several more buildings 
of a very substant! al nature.

Ladd, of the state 
college at Fargo, thev paid out more 
than $29,000 last year for fake serums 
for hog cholera. In view of the ora 
that the loss from hogs, much of whic!

vaccination, was $500,000, the policy 
of being easy-foing was expensive. 
Hiogs are not as important in 
Dakota as in many other states, and it 
is safe to assume that this weakness 
of the farmers has resulted in greater 
losses elsewhere. And all the time, in 
every state, the experts of the state 
colleges’ were ready and willing to give 
perfectly sound advice without money 
and without price.”

He 
explained that the loss of the plants 
Was due to carelessness of some mem 
ber of his family leaving the shingles 
open at the top.

Operations of steel manufacturers are 
at a lower rate than a month ago ow- 
ing to the small volume of orders now 
coming in, with a number of plants 
shut down during the month of April. 
Prices are still working lower, with a 
reduction of 50 cents to $1 a ton in steel 
The out- 
of the steel compa- 
nies is very poor for several months 
to come, at least. The unfilled ton- 
nage statement of the United States 
Steel corporation for April is expected 
to show a decrease of at least 350,000 
tons, with the possibility of over 400,000 
tons decrease. Lowering of wages of 
steel workers is considered inevitable 
unless there is a speedy improvement 
in the volume of orders being booked. 
The present outlook is for no such in- 
crease in orders until the crop moving 
is ready to start, unless the railroads 
get their rate increase and start buy- 
ing equipment and other steel as soon 
as this is granted. 

The leading copper sellers have re- 
duced their quoted price for the metal to 
14% cents a pound, a drop of % cent. 
Sales have been made at a little better 
than the new quoted price, with better 
buying stimulated through the reduc- 
tion. Both European and domestic 
consumers are buying moderately. 

Wheat was weak during much of the 
week, wtih the remarks of James A. 
Patton about the possibilities of 70- 
cent wheat contributing a little to the 
bearishness of the traders. He looks 
for a total wheat crop of 900,000,000 
to 1,000,000,000 bushels this year. Win- 
ter wheat reports continue to show ex- 
cellent condition, far under average 
acreage abandonment, and nothing has 
developed yet to indfcate that there ise 
any doubt of the chances for a record 
crop. Corn was weak under heavy 
selling pressure. 

Cotton prices showed small changes, 
as a whole, with traders awaiting de- 
velopments in the new crop. Damage 
reports imparted steadiness at times 
when there was a tendency to liquidate 
holdings. The activity of manufac- 
turersin buying has been another sus- 
taining factor which has offset the 
weakness which might have been oth- 
erwise developed as a result of the dif- 
ficulties in Mexico. Foreign buying 
of cotton continues good as a whole.

LOT OF BRITISH BARMAID 


Girl Who Serves Drinks Soon 
Grows Old—Chances of 
Marriage Small. 


London, May 2.—“Too old at thirty” 
ig the unhappy lot of the British bar- 
maid described in a report by Mrs. Ber- 
nard Drake of an inquiry made by the 
“~ainen’s Industrial council. 

Barmaids are a British institution. 
Very few men are found behind the 
bars in the saloons throughout the 
United Kingdom, except proprietors. 
There are 22,000 barmaids in England 
alone. Frequent crusades have been 
Started with the purpose of eliminat- 
ing women, and particularly girls, from 
this vocation, but nothing lasting has 
been accomplished. One reason is thai 

the saloon is the workingman’s club, 
and-he prefers those places where he 
can gossip with the girls. On the 
whole the influence of barmaids is to 
raise the atmosphere of saloons, but the 
influence of the saloons upon the wom- 
en is considered bad. 

“The barmaid soon grows old,” says 
the report. “Sometimes she is old at 
25; she is generally too old at thirty.” 
Her chances of marriage are small un- 
less she marries the barman or the 
manager, and almost the only recourse 
left to her is the streets. The num- 
ber of women on the London streets 
who have once been barmaids is out of 
all proportion to the total numbers in 
the trade. 

Mrs. Drake writes sympathetically of 
the women behind the bars. She says: 

“The barmaid is cheaper than the 
barman. She is more industrious, more 
sober, more amenable to the wishes of 
her employer, less rebellious against 
ae hard conditions of public-house 
ife. 

“There are women, women of fine 
character, who earn in the bar a de- 
cent and respectable living, and are not 
unhappy. There is even a woman of 
robust health and temperament, who 
finds in the public-house a certain vo- 
cation. The bar is to other women im- 
mediate ruin. 

“But all these are exceptions. The 
barmaid who is of the majority, al- 
though she loses nothing of self-re- 
spect, yet continues at her post only in 
weariness and loathing, and with a 
great fear in her heart of that which 
the future is to bring.” 

Wages for barmaids 
than domestic servants 
the United States and the average 
working day is fourteen hours. In 
houses patronized? by the workingmen 
the average pay is $2.50 to $3 a week; 
in hotels it may rise to $3.50 and for 
a head barmaid to $4.50 or even $5. 
Board and lodging are always fur- 
nished, but the girls are expected to 
dress well. 

The barmaid, according to Mrs. 
Drake, belongs to the type of normal 
and average working girl, industrious 
sober and honest, although she is to be 
distinguished from her sisters by a 
rreater measure of the love of youth 
or adventure. She seldom adopts the 
career as the’ result of a false step. 
Tne workingman seldom loses his re- 
spect for the barmaid as a woman 
worker; it Is reserved for the man 
about town to be without all sense of 
honor or chivalry to women. Young 
and pretty girls are deliberately chosen 
for the West End saloons which are 
the resorts of dissolute men and fallen 
women, because the inexperienced girls 
attract the men. They are given no 
protection by their employers. 

Two great evils of the present saloon 
system are pointed out by the report, 
One is the long hours affecting the 
health of both men and women and 
leading to excessive drinking. The 
other is the exploitation of young girls 
which is responsible for their degrada- 
tion. One reform proposed is that no 
girl under the age of 21 shall be em- 
ployed after 8 o'clock, except on the 
premises of her parent, and another 
is that thé bar shall be a more fit 
place for both men and women.
